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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding Claim 1 , the invention as claimed, specifically in combination with evaluating 
an identification mark, with a wavelength at least partially penetrating at least one layer of a 
material opaque to visible wavelengths of electromagnetic radiation to an identifying mark 
embedded within materials that are opaque to visible wavelengths of electromagnetic radiation, 
and distinguishing characters of the identification mark from other features on or in the substrate 
and revealing the identification mark and identifying the type of semiconductor device being 
fabricated on the substrate, is not disclosed or made obvious by the prior art of record. 

Regarding Claim 22, the invention as claimed, specifically in combination with 
identifying an identification mark having at least one recess defining a character within a surface 
of the semiconductor device substrate and embedded material opaque to visible wavelengths of 
electromagnetic radiation, and identifying a predetermined destination for the substrate based on 
the identification mark, disclosed or made obvious by the prior art of record. 

Regarding Claim 41, the invention as claimed, specifically in combination with the at 
least one wavelength opaque to visible wavelengths of electromagnetic radiation with the 
substrate covered with a material opaque to visible wavelengths of electromagnetic radiation, is 
not disclosed or made obvious by the prior art of record. 

Regarding Claim 59, the invention as claimed, specifically in combination with the 
substrate embedded within material opaque to visible wavelengths of radiation, for identifying a 
type of semiconductor device being fabricated on the substrate, with the logic circuit comparing 
intensity to a base line intensity reflected from a planar portion of the substrate and through at 
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least one material layer that is opaque to visible wavelengths of electromagnetic radiation, with a 
map from a mapping comprising a digital image of characters of the recessed marking, is not 
disclosed or made obvious by the prior art of record.
